Claims 42-45 relate to reach-through compounds and their use 1n methods 
or pharmaceutical composition:

The claims cover all products having this characteristic or property, 
whereas the application provides support within the meaning of Article 6 
PCT and/or disclosure within the meaning of Article 5 PCT for no such 
products (only the known Inhibitors are mentioned 1n the description). 
In the present case, the claims so lack support, and the application so 
lacks disclosure, that a meaningful search over the whole of the claimed 
scope 1s Impossible.
